A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a,b, or e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Merkley et al. '246 B2, 745 B2, 
and 744 B2, Duselis et al.. '248 or '146 B1, Krowr475B1, Cheyrezy et al. '162 B1, 
Gleeson et al. '697 B2, Mueller et al. '409, Miller '300, Johnson et al. '415, Langton et 
al. '881, Barrable '555, Baer '115, Matsuo et al., or Sakurai et al. 

All of the above cited references teach a cement composition comprising a 
natural mineral fiber in a range of amount greater than 10 wt% cement thus anticipating 
the instant invention. Even if not anticipated, overlapping ranges of amounts would have 



been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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Claims 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as failing to 
set forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. 

The terms cement "base" are vague and deletion of the term base in claim 20, 23 
and anywhere else it is used is respectfully requested. 

The terms "selected to be effective" is indefinite and is similar to "predetermined" 
claim language which is indefinite. Deletion of these terms and replacement with -in an 
amount effective to result in a cement slurry... ." is advised. 

Claim 20 is also indefinite because it provides no amount of water critical to the 
invention to obtain the alleged strengths as claimed in the instant invention. Also, is the 
cement slurry an aqueous cement slurry? Should applicants have support for aqueous 
or water, they should present this into the claims along with critical amounts of water. 

Claim 20 is also indefinite because applicants seem to claim a cement 
composition and a cement slurry. The examiner has treated the claimed composition as 
containing a hydraulic cement and natural fiber of calcium silicate in amounts of greater 
than 1 0 wt%. Any prior art composition that teaches this composition would also teach 
the properties of "intended use" which is what is being claimed for use later in a slurry. 
Also, the exposure of a composition containing the same amounts to the conditions 
described in the claim (temperature greater than about 180 F) would result in the same 
properties. Literally any composition of cement with greater than 10 wt% calcium silicate 
reads upon applicants' claimed invention.
